Negroes Dragged From Cars,

SOLDIERS ARE CALLED OUI 


Five persons were killed, over a 
score wounded and many houses occu­ 
pied by negroes burned In a race rlol 
at East St. Louis, III. 
Two nogroes were taken from a 
street car, one was shot and one 
Avas beaten to doath, 
A white man. 
standing in front of his store, was 
klLled by a stray bullet. 
So far, foui 
negroes and a white man have been 
killed and twenty-six badly hurt. 
The work of dragging negroes on 
tho street oars began when a crowd 
surrounded an Edwardsville car wdiich 
goes through the heart of East St. 
Louis and pulled the trolley from the 
wire. 
Imnieliately wdilte men loard- 
ed the car and took off tho negro pas­ 
sengers. 
One negro was kicked ani 
beaten by the crowd in the street and 
then w*as shot. 
He died In an ambu­ 
lance later. 
Whiilo this riot was going on. a Bel­ 
leville car appeared. 
White men and 
white w^omen boarded it. 
White wo 
men and white girls srlzcd negro wo 
men, and when they were landed In 
tho street tho mob struck and kif'ked 
thorn. Tho colored women fled scream 
inii. 
The men wdio had been dragged 
off tho cars w^ere surrounded and at­ 
tacked by groups of whites. 
One no 
gro* head was crushed In with a heavy 
stick. He died in an ambulance. 
More cars w^oro attarked. 
Finally 
national guardsmen arrived and began 
to clear tho streets at this spot.

from 
sixteen 
guardsmen by members of tho mol 
W’ho w^ouUl approach a soldier, and 
saying: ‘‘Here boy, let me look at that 
gun, you might hurt some one,*’ would 
take the weapon from him.

Make, a screened case 3V& feet high 


with the other dimensions 12 by 15 
Inches. If u solid top is used, simply 
place the water pan on this. Other- 
wise fit the pan closely into the open- 
ing of the top frame and support it 
by one-inch cleats fastened to the in- 
side of the frame. 
Place two mova- 


ble shelves in the frame, 12 to 15 
inches apart. Use a biscuit pan 12 by 
14 inches on the top to hold the wa- 
ter, and where the refrigerator is to 
be used Indoors have the whole thing 
standing In a large pan to catch any 
drip. 
The pans and case may be 


painted white, allowed to dry, and 
then enameled. 
A covering of white 


canton flannel should be made to fit 
the frame. Have the smooth side out 
and button the covering on the frame 
with buggy or automobile curtain 
hooks and eyes, arranged so that the 
door may be opened without unfasten- 
ing these hooks. This can easily be 
iloue by putting one row of hooks on 
the edge of the door near the latch 
and the other just opposite the open- 
ng, with the hem on each side ex- 
tended far enough to cover the crack 
at the edge of the door, so as to keep 
out the warm, outside air and retain 
the cooled air. This dress or cover- 
ing will have to be hooked around the 
top edge also. Two double strips one- 
hall the width of each side should be 
sewed on the top of each side cover- 
ing, and allowed to extend over about 
2y2 or 3 inches in the pan of water. 
The bottom of the covering should ex- 
tend into the lower pan. 


Place the refrigerator in a shady 


place, where air will circulate around 
it freely. If buttons and buttonholes 
are used on the canton flannel instead 
of buggy hooks, the cost will be re- 
duced.

Cure for "Strawberry Nose" 


Found in Simple Operation 


That most distressing of facial de- 


formities which doctors call rhino- 
phyma, characterized by n much-swol- 
len and reddened tip of the nose, mak- 
ing this look like a huge strawberry 
or a piece of cauliflower that has been 
dipped in beet Juice, may be cured by 
a simple operation. Sir William Mil- 
Hgan of the Royal Infirmary, Manches- 
ter, 
describes this In the London 


Lancet. 


The operation consists in cutting 


off all the hypertrophied tissue, while 
the nasal passages are kept extended 
with absorbent wool In order to pre- 
serve their contour. The raw surface 
Is covered with two thin grafts of 
ekln cut from the patient's thigh, over 
which a sheet of gold leaf Is placed 
and a dry dressing fastened with ad- 
hesive plaster. It should be possible 
to remove the dressing In five days.

No Financial Depression, and 


None Since the War Began. 


A well-known correspondent of an 


important Western daily paper recent- 
ly made an extended visit to Western 
Canada, and in summing up the re- 
sults, after going thoroughly into con- 
ditions there, says there is no financial 
depression in Canada, nor has there 
been anything of the sort since the 
war began. Anyone who has watched 
the barometer of trade, and seen the 
bank clearings of the different cities 
grow and continue to grow will have 
arrived at the same conclusion. The 
trade statistics reveal a like situation. 
The progress that the farmer* are 
making is highly satisfactory. As this 
correspondent says: "It is true there 
have been adaptations to meet new 
conditions, and taxes have been re- 
vised, and that a very large burden of 
added expense in many lines has been 
assumed, but it has all been done me- 
thodically, carefully and with full re- _ 
gard for the resources to be called on. 


"That this has been done fairly and 


wisely is proved by the present com- 
fortable financial position. 


"With the exception of a restricted 


area in the east, Canada is not an in- 
dustrial country. The greater portion 
of the Dominion must be classed as 
agricultural area, with only an infini- 
tesimal part of it fully developed. 


"Lacking complete development, the 


agricultural portion of Canada has 
naturally placed its main dependence 
upon fewer resources than would be 
the case in the States. Even in peace 
times, business would be subject to 
more frequent and wider fluctuations, 
due to the narrower foundation upon 
which it rests. 


"Thus, Canada has been able to 


come up to the war with efficiency and 
sufficiency and to maintain and even 
advance its civilian activities. 


"Canada's first element of financial 


strength lay in its branch bank sys- 
tem. This system has two great ad- 
vantages: it makes the financial re- 
sources of the Dominion fluid so that 
supplies of capital can run quickly 
from the high spots to the low spots; 
also, It places at the command of each 
Individual branch the combined re- 
sources of the whole institution so 
that there is an efficient safeguard 
against severe strain at any one 
point. 


"Here in Winnipeg, the all-Canada 


banking houses maintain big, strong 
branches and, as elsewhere in the 
Dominion, these held to an attitude of 
saneness and solidity that prevented 
even the start of any financial dis- 
turbance. 


That business generally is now com- 


ing strong on an even keel is largely 
f\ 


due to the absolute refusal of the 
banks, both branch and independent, 
to exhibit the slightest signs of ex- 
citement or apprehensiveness. 


For all Canada the savings bank 


flgures are astonishing. Beginning with 
1913, they are, for the fiscal year end- 
ing March 31:

dians have put away after paying the 
ncreased living cost, which is about 
the same as in the States, all increas- 
es in taxes and imports of all kinds 
made necessary by the war and gen- 
erous subscriptions to war bond is- 
sues. 


"Prohibition has helped greatly in 


keeping the money supplies circulat- 
ing in the normal, necessary channels. 
Tradesmen generally attribute a large 
part of the good financial condition to 
the fact that the booze bill has been 
eliminated. Canada takes law enforce- 
ment with true British seriousness. 


"Financially, as in every other re- 


spect, Canada has developed sufficien- 
cy. She has done it In spite of initial 
conditions which would not look prom- 
ising in the States and she has done It 
in a big, strong way.

Some Observations. 


temperature Inside. 
On dry, hot days 
a temperature of 50 degrees has been 
known to be obtaJned in the cooler. 
This Is tho way to build it: 
Maka a screened ca.so 
feet high 
with the other dimen.sions 12 by 15 
inches. 
If a solid top is used, simply 
place the water pan on this. 
Other­ 
wise fit the pan closely into the open­ 
ing of the top frame and .support It 
by one-inch cleats fastened to the in­ 
side of the frame. 
Place two mova­ 
ble shelves In the frame, 12 to 15 
inches apart. Use a biscuit pan 12 by 
14 inches on the top to hold the wa­ 
ter, and w’here the refrigerator is to 
be used Indoors have the whole thing 
standing In a large pan to catch any 
drip. 
The pans and case may be 
painted white, allowed to dry, and 
then enameled. 
A covering of white 
canton flannel should be made to fit 
the frame. 
Have the smooth side out 
and button the covering on tho frame 
with 
buggy 
or 
automobile 
curtain 
hooks and eyes, arranged so that the 
door may be opened without unfasten­ 
ing these hooks. 
This can easily be 
done by putting one row of hooks on 
the edge of the door near the latch 
and tho other just opposite the open­ 
ing, with the hem on each side ex­ 
tended far enough to cover the crack 
at tho edge of the door, so as to keep 
out tho warm, outside air and retain 
the cooled air. 
This dress or cover^ 
ing will have to be hooked around the 
top edge also. Two double strips one- 
half the width of each side should be 
sewed on the top of each side cover­ 
ing, and allowed to extend over about 
2\<2 or 3 inches in the pan of water. 
Tho bottom of the covering should ex­ 
tend into the lower pan. 
Place the refrigerator in a shady 
place, where air will circulate around 
it freely. 
If buttons and buttonholes 
are u.sed on the canton flannel Instead 
of buggy hooks, the cost will be re­ 
duced.

A well-known correspondent of an 
Important Western daily paper recent­ 
ly made an extended visit to Western 
Canada, and in summing up the re­ 
sults, after going thoroughly Into con­ 
ditions there, says there is no financial 
depression in Canada, nor has there 
been anything of the sort since the 
war began. 
Anyone wh(v has watched 
the barometer of' trade, and seen the 
bank clearings of tho different cities 
grow and continue to grow wilt have 
arrived at the same conclusion. 
The 
trade statistics reveal a like situation. 
The progress that the farmers are 
making Is highly satisfactory. As this 
correspondent says: “It is true there 
have been adaptations to meet new 
conditions, and taxes have been re­ 
vised, and that a very large burden of 
added expense in many lines has been 
assumed, but it has all been done me­ 
thodically, carefully and with full re- ^ 
gard for the resources to be called on, 
“That this has been done fairly and 
wisely is proved by the present com­ 
fortable financial position. 
“With the exception of a restricted 
area in the east, Canada is not an in­ 
dustrial country. The greater portion 
of the Dominion must be classed as 
agricultural area, with only an infini­ 
tesimal part of it fully developed. 
“Lacking complete development, the 
agricultural portion of Canada has 
naturally placed its main dependence 
upon fewer resources than would be 
the case in the States. Even in peace 
times, business would be subject to 
more frequent and wider fluctuations, 
duo to the narrower foundation upon 
which it rests. 
“Thus, Canada has been able to 
come up to the war with efilciency and 
sufficiency and to maintain and even 
advance its civilian activities. 
“Canada’s first element of financial 
strength lay in its branch bank sys­ 
tem. 
This system has two great ad­ 
vantages: it makes the financial re­ 
sources of the Dominion fluid so that 
supplies of capital can run quickly 
from the high spots to the low spots; 
also, it places at the command of each 
individual branch the combined re­ 
sources of the whole institution so 
that there is an efficient safeguard 
against 
severe 
strain at 
any one 
point. 
“Here in Winnipeg, the all-Canada 
banking houses maintain big, strong 
branches and, as elsewhere In the 
Dominion, these held to an attitude of 
saneness and solidity that prevented 
even the start of any financial dis­ 
turbance. 
That business generally is now com­ 
ing strong on an even keel is largely 
due to the absolute refusal of the 
banks, both branch and independent, 
to exhibit the slightest signs of ex­ 
citement or apprehensiveness, 
“For all Canada the savings bank 
figures are astoni.shing. Beginning with 
19L3, they are, for the fiscal year end­ 
ing March 31:

“These figures represent what Cana­ 
dians have put away after paying the 
increased living cost, which is about 
the same as In the States, all Increas­ 
es in taxes and imports of all klnda 
made necessary by the war and gen­ 
erous subscriptions to war bond is­ 
sues. 
“Prohibition has helped greatly In 
keeping the money supplies circulat­ 
ing in the normal, necessary channels. 
Tradesmen generally attribute a large 
part of the good financial condition to 
the fact that the booze bill has been 
eliminated. Canada takes law enforce­ 
ment with true British seriousness. 
“Financially, as In every other re­ 
spect, Canada has developed sufllclen- 
cy. 
She has done it In spite of initial 
conditions which would not look prom­ 
ising In the States and she has done it 
in a big, strong way.

mention only the most glaring ones. 
Many of these no doubt each reader 
will refuse to admit are found in her 
kitchen, but perhaps some equally as 
bad have not been mentioned. 


We waste carloads of food in pre- 


paring more than is needed and not In- 
telligently making over dishes. Made- 
over dishes are never highly gratifying 
and it Is much wiser to have no left- 
overs to dispose of or make more ex- 
pensive by the addition of costly food 
to utilize the leftover. 


The average woman all over the 


country is willing to conform to the re- 
quest to have but three courses at din- 
ner even when entertaining. 
Little 


dabs of food served in eight or ten 
courses either means a vast amount 
of waste or, fully as important, a human 
engine clogged by too much fuel to dis- 
pose of, causing disease and often sud- 
den death. 


Fat from meat, swet and drippings 


fat from soups are wastefally thrown 
away and fresh lard, oils and fats are 
nsed for frying. When butter Is 40 to 
60 cents a pound it should not be men- 
tioned as a frying fat even in the 
homes able to buy it. It matters not 
whether we are financially able to 
stand the waste, somebody is going 
hungry because of our extravagance. 


The preparing of vegetables may 


mean a great waste; careless peeling 
of potatoes often done in baste at a 
late hour when time is more important 
than the potato, la another great leak 
which should be watched.

Fat from meat, su^t and drippings 
fat from soups are wastefwlly thrown 
away and fresh lard, oils and fats are 
nsed for frying. 
Wlien butter Is 40 to 
GO cents a pound it should not be men­ 
tioned as a frying fat even in the 
homes able to buy it. 
It matters not 
wiiether W'e are financially able to 
stand the w^aste, somebody is going 
hungry because of our extravagance. 
The preparing of vegetables may 
mean a great w^iste; careless peeling 
of potatoes often done in haste at a 
Jate hour when time Is more important 
than the potato, is another great leak 
which should be w^atcJied, 
In many 
homes potatoes are not peeled at all, 
and everybody seems to be perfectly 
happy eating the wholesome vegetable 
with all Its vegetable acids and min­ 
eral salts left In It.

forethought

source of wastefulness. Planning meals 
days In advance will eliminate a large 
expense.

~ The Housewife to "Do Her 


Bit" In Crisis

The patriotic American housekeeper, in striving to "do her bit" in 


the nation-wide campaign to conserve our food supply, finds herself con- 
fronted with the necessity of revising her methods of conducting her 
home. 


While a home-maker may be convinced, and justly, that she is not 


wasteful, if she will examine her methods she will often find that she 
IK extravagant. 
In the present national crisis, we need to practice the 


old-fashioned thrift and economy of our grandmothers in our homes. We 
are not advocating the eating of less food but we are urging less waste 
of food. The amount actually wasted in a home may seem small in each 
individual case, but when the waste goes on throughout the nation it 
counts up. 


Fifty-seven varieties of food are not necessary for a well-balanced 


ration, in fact the 57 varieties may be present and a "square meal" ab- 
sent. Let us, as home-makers, set about to be food conservators by— 


I—Studying food values so as to plan economical and properly bal- 


anced meals. 


2—Making use of meat substitutes such as cheese, milk, beans, peas, 


nuts. Make use of rice as a starchy food and corn as a-breadstuff. 


3—Eliminating over-eating and use of excessive and wasteful variety 


of foods. 


4—Giving careful attention to canning, drying and proper storing 


of vegetables and fruits. 


5—Starting simple systems of home accounts to check household 


"leaks" in business methods. 


Hold to simple standards of living. 
Simplicity means the elimina- 


tion of non-essentials.

Of War Dangers, Is Warning 


"While preparing for war every pos- 


sible precaution," says Dr. W. J. Mar- 
cley, a director of the Minnesota Pub- 
lic Health association, "should be tak- 
en to make certain that the'men who 
enlist 
are 
free 
from tuberculosis. 


There are probably many enlisting 
whose resistance against disease is low 
and who will become active cases of 
tuberculosis when the men are sub- 
jected to the hardships of carnps and 
trenches. The idea that camp life will 
harden the system of the weakling is 
false; it will harden those naturally 
strong but has the opposite effect upon 
people especially likely to develop tu- 
berculosis. 


"Many cases which will become ac- 


tive as the result of mobilization will 
return as spreaders of infection to vari- 
ous communities of this state. Accord- 
ingly, all local health organizations, 
health oflicers and visiting nurses, 
should endeavor to see that equipment 
exists in their communities for the 
proper treatment of'these cases. The 
council on national defense has fprrmi- 
lated plans for the co-operation of all 
state organizations that should assist 
in this work."

big chief. 
During "dog days" his 


teeth are in poor shape and you can 
hardly coax a strike out of him un- 
less he feels so down in the mouth and 
mean that he strikes from pure cuss- 
edness. 
Like a snake shedding its 


skUi and the deer its horns, the ruuskyi 
loses its teeth in August, but nature 
packs in a new set by the first of Sep- 
tember and the old boy is in a finej 
fighting humor for that month. By far1 
the best musky fishing is to be had in' 
September and October, when the chill 
night air seems to fill them with an 
extra supply of pep for the food hunt 
the next day. Even up into November 
is not too late for the big ones, but for 
downright good musky fishing it is 
hard to beat September and October. 


Troll and Cast. 


In the past most of the boys have 


contented themselves with trolling fort 
the musky, but the real sport of thej 
game is to cast for them, using the( 
same method as that of casting for, 
bass. 
In trolling for musky a silk1 


braided line of 20 to 30 pounds test 
Is about right, while a six-thread Cut-, 
tyhunk linen line Is preferred by some.: 
For a trolling lure the spoon hook; 
holds first place and is no doubt the 
best little all-round bait. -Use a chub, 
shiner, black sucker or pork rind with 
a spoon as an added attraction, and' 
if this don't seem to make 'em curi- 
ous, put a strip of red" flannel about 
six inches long on the hooks and let 
that wiggle through the water a bit 
as an entlcer. Some mighty fine ones 
have been caught with this rig. Most 
beginners load the line with a whop- 
ping big spoon, even up to No. 12 
size. 
Keep her down, old man, to a 


No. 4 or No. 6 for the single spoon, 
and No. 3 or No. 4 for the tandem 
style. 
For a good stiff rod for the 


beginner make it a steel one, and the 
five footer 
will fill the bill for 


either casting or trolling for the 
musky. Of course if you are a double- 
dyed expert you can use your lighter 
rod and tackle, but unless one Is an 
expert at handling the lighter tackle 
he had better stick to the slightly 
heavier stuff and feel more sure of the 
fish. A musky can sure make a fine 
outfit look like a junk shop if It's han- 
dled by an inexperienced fisherman. 
Troll In water about 8 to 12 feet 
deep,'off the edges of* the weedbeds! 
and over the" underwater weeds; 
also 'off the rock beds and points, 
of land ^as well as quiet coves and 
bays. Keep your rod straight out be- 
hind the boat; if you hold it out over 
the side you put a strain on It that 
Is unnecessary and bad medicine for 
any rod. 


In casting for the musky keep the 


boat about 50 feet off the casting 
waters, moving the boat as noiselessly, 
as possible and casting In towards the. 
shore or feeding grounds. 
An all 


white or white and red head artificial 
minnow, or spoon and pork rind, frog 
or minnow makes a good casting lure. 
From the strike the fight Is fast and 
gamy and yon sure must keep the 
slack out of the line or he'll do a 
flop out of the water and corkscrew 
hack on your line, which means fare* 
wall to the musky,

Fifty-seven varieties of food arc not necessary for a wcll-balanccd 
■fation, in fact the 57 varieties may be present and a “square meal” ab- 
Bcnt. Let us, as home-makers, set about to be food conservators by— 
1— Studying food values so as to plan economical and properly bal- 
njiced meals. 
2— Making use of meat substitutes such as cheese, milk, beans, peas, 
nuts. Make use of rice as a starchy food and corn as a breadstuli. 
3— Eliminating over-eating and use of excessive and Avasteful variety 
of foods. 
4— diving careful attention to canning, drying and proper storing 
of vegetables and fruits. 
5—-Starting simple systems of homo accounts to check household 
“leaks” in business methods. 
Hold to simple standards of living. 
Simplicity means the elimina­ 
tion of non-essentials.

“While preparing for war every pos­ 
sible precaution,’* says Dr. W. J. Mar- 
cley, a director of the Minnesota Pub­ 
lic Health association, “should be tak­ 
en to make certain that the men who 
enlist 
are 
free 
from 
tuberculosis. 
There are probably many 
enlisting 
whose resistance against disease is low 
and who will become active cases of 
tuberculosis when the men are sub­ 
jected to the hardships of camps and 
trenches. The idea that camp life will 
harden the system of the weakling is 
false; it will harden those naturally 
strong but has the opposite effect upon 
people especially likely to develop tu­ 
berculosis. 
“^lany cases which will become ac­ 
tive as the result of mobilization will 
return as spreaders of infection to vari­ 
ous connnuiiities of this state. Accord­ 
ingly, all local health organizations, 
health 
ofilcers and 
visiting 
nurses, 
should endeavor to see that equipment 
exists in their comnumlties for the 
proper treatment of*these cases. 
The 
council on national defense has fornni- 
lated plans for the co-operation of all 
state organizations that should assist 
In this work.”

You’ve bassed, trouted, 
and piked and panned a bit, now you 
feel like taking a whirl at the boss of 
the tribe, caused no doubt by the many 
tales that have been spun about this 
Villa of the weedbeds. 
No matter, old 
man, how harrowing the tale, the mus- 
kellunge is guilty of everything th at 
has been said about him. 
Where to Find Him. 
His favorite haunt is in about 5 to 
15 fe'et of w ater near the weeds, w a­ 
ter lilies or grasses that grow in 
the 
water, 
or 
alongside 
of 
sub­ 
merged rocks. 
H e is a solitary fel­ 
low, don’t make any friends, just lies 
around waiting for a piece of food to 
go swimming by, then he makes a 
lightninglike dart, snaps his power­ 
ful jaw s shut on his victim and swim» 
back to his station and gorges the 
eats, ready in a minute to take an­ 
other foray. 
He always strikes a' 
fish or lure sideways, and there is no 
special time when he is feeding, fact is 
he seems to be hungry all the time, but 
he is more active from eight to elevea 
in the morning and from four until^ 
dark. 
When the w ater is slightly 
roughened by the wind and breaking in 
small waves or an overcast day, Is^ 
good musky weather, but he may sur­ 
prise you and strike your lure while 
you are trolling into shore to make- 
a landing for the noonday lunch. 
The Best Time. 
Musky fishing is very good in June, 
unless the season is e^ctremely cold 
and backward, towards the tail end 
of July it slows up considerably, while 
August is the poorest month for the 
big chief. 
During “dog daj^s” his 
teeth are in poor shape and j^ou can 
hardly coax a strike out of him un­ 
less he feels so down in the mouth and 
mean that he strikes from pure cuss­ 
edness. 
Like a snake shedding its 
sklii and the deer its horns, the m usky 
loses its teeth in August, but nature 
packs in a new set by the first of Sep­ 
tember and the old boy is in a fine 
fighting humor for that month. By far^ 
the best musky fi,shing is to be had in' 
September and October, when the chill 
night air seems to fill them with an 
extra supply of pep for the food hunt 
the next day. 
Even up into .November 
is not too late for the big one.s, but for 
downright good musky fishing it is 
hard to beat September and October. 
Troll and Cast. 
In the past most of the boys have 
contented themselves with trolling for*, 
the musky, but the real sport of the 
game Is to cast for them, using the 
same method as that of casting for 
bass. 
In trolling for musky a silk 
braided line of 20 to 30 pounds test 
is about right, while a six-thread Cut- 
tyhunk linen line is preferred by some.* 
For a trolling lure the spoon hook 
holds first place and is no doubt the 
best little all-round bait. 
Use a chub, 
shiner, black sucker or pork rind with 
a spoon as an added attraction, and 
if this don’t seem to make ’em curl* 
ous, put a strip of red flannel about 
six inches long on the hooks and let 
that wiggle through the w ater a bit 
as an enticer. 
Some mighty fine onea 
have been caught with this rig. Most 
beginners load the line with a whop­ 
ping big spoon, even up to No. 12 
size. 
Keep her down, old man, to a 
No. 4 or No. 6 for the single spoon, 
and No. 3 or No. 4 for the tandem 
style. 
For a good stiif rod for the 
beginner make it a steel one, and the 
five 
footer 
will 
fill 
the 
bill 
for 
either 
casting 
or 
trolling for 
the 
musky. 
Of course if you are a double- 
dyed expert you can use your lighter 
rod and tackle, but unless one is an 
export at handling the lighter tackle 
he had better stick to the slightly 
heavier stuff and feel more sure of the 
fish, 
A musky can sure make a fine 
outfit look like a junk shop if it’s han­ 
dled by an Inexperienced fisherman. 
Troll in w ater about 8 to 12 feet 
deep, off the edges of the weedbeds 
and 
over 
the 
underw ater 
w eeds; 
also off the rock beds and points 
of land as well as quiet coves and ^ 
bays. 
Keep your rod straight out be­ 
hind the b o a t; if you hold it out over 
the side you put a strain on it th a t 
is unnecessary and bad medicine fo r 
any rod. 
In casting for the musky keep the' 
boat about 50 feet off the casting^ 
waters, moving the boat as noiselessly 
as possible and casting in towards the 
shore or feeding grounds. 
An all 
white or white and red head artificial 
minnow, or spoon and pork rind, frog 
or minnow makes a good casting lure. 
From the strike the fight is fast and 
gamy and you sure m ust keep the 
slack out of the line or he’ll do a 
flop out of the v/ater and corkscrew 
back on your line, which means fare'* 
to the musky.

IN HOOVER'S FOOD-SAVING ARMY 


JBrery woman in the state of Penn 
•mania win be asked to join a food- 
saving army. Bach woman is to be 
an enlisted "soldier" for Uncle Sam 
and the allies. The commander who 
win direct this army IB Herbert C. 
Hoover, the man who fed Belgium, 
and now Food Administrator at Wash- 
ington. D. C. 
The enrollment will be conducted 
by means of pledge cards similar to 
the one reproduced above. Read it 
carefully. Every housekeeper in Penn- 
sylvania will receive one and will be 
expected to sign it before July 15 in 
testimony that full support will be 
given to th« food conservation plan. 


Every woman in the household is to 
sign this pledge whether a member oJt 
the family or an employe. 


In addition to the million and a half 
Pennsylvania "soldiers," Mr. Hoover 
will direct more than eighteen million 
other women "Boldiers'r who are to 
be similarly recruited from the other 
states and territories. Each woman 
"soldier" will be assigned to the sec- 
ond line- of defense to fight the waste 
of food. 


Mr. Hoover's position with respect 
to those who enlist will be less that of 
a general than that of an adviser, who 
suggests ways by which waste may be 
avoided. Enrollment compels no one 
to any course of action beyond convic- 
tion of duty. Each member of this ar- 
my will do ag much of what Mr. Hoov- 
er advises as her circumstances war- 
rant, and her judgment dictates. In 
other words, all co-operation, even 
after enrollment, win be voluntary. 
In connection with the activities of 
a food-saving army", President Wilson 
•aid: 
"To provide adequate food supplies 
for the coming year Is of absolutely 
vital importance to the conduct of the 
war. 
without a very conscientious 
elimination of waste and a very strict 
economy in our food consumption we 
<annot hope to fulfill this primary 
duty and in no other direction can wo-

State Superintendent of Schoo's, 
has written every county superinten- 
dent of schools in the state, strongly 
recommending the co-operation of local 
school boards in the work of registra- 
tion.

Each card when signed wlfll be for- 
warded by the local committees to 
Mr. Hoover, in Washington. The name 
of each signer will be recorded. Spe- 
cific instructions will from time to 
time be forwarded from Mr. Hoover. 
Household tags which will serve as 
badges of enlistment to be displayed 
in windows will be furnished. 


The slogan of the army la "Feed th* 
allies out of what we save." Ninety 
per cent of the food consumed in the 
United States goes through the bands 
of women, and they may best "serve 
by saving."

Can All You Can. 


Begin canning to save food for war use. 


At the present time cherries, pineapples, 
rheubarb, spinach, beet-tops, asparagus 
and peas are plentiful in the home gar* 
den and in the markets. Our govern- 
ment urges the canning, drying and pre- 
serving of vegetables and fruits as a home 
duty. All fruits and vegetables must be 
f*eh to b« valuable for cosing. Dry all 
fruits and vegetables possible and thus 
save jars for food which cannot be dried. 
Collect every availabel glass container-if 
you cannot uae all of them your neighbor 
can. The small neck as well as the wide 
mouthed pint and quart bottles should 
be taken care of. 


Every pound of food that can be saved 


for winter use near the place it is grown 
will relieve the railroads of just that 
much space needed for the urgent trans- 
portation demands of war. All food used 
in this way is a contribution of just that 
amount to the great streams of supplies 
that we must send to our own soldiers 
and to the soldiers of our Allies at the 
Front, for whatever each of us consumes 
he must take from that stream, unless he 
produces it himself. In raising and con- 
serving foods You will be performing a 
patriotic duty. 


The so called "cold pack" method is 


the new method of canning. This does 
not mean that the food is not cooked, 
but it is packed in the jars before cook* 
ing and ifl cooked in the jars. A hot 
syrup is ponred over the fruit packed in 
the jars and water and a little salt is put 
over the blanched vegetables. The rub- 
bers and jar tops are then laid on but not 
fastened and the jars are placed in a boil- 
er or pan with a false bottom. They are 
allowed to boil for a stated time, then the 
jars are removed from the hot water and 
the tops fastened 
This method of can- 


ning will be shown by a canning expert 
from State College. Demonstrations will 
be held at the following places:

JiTerjr woman in the stato of Penn- 
•yiTanlA will be asked to Join a food- 
Baving army. 
Bach woman is to be 
an enilated ^soldier" for Uncle Sam 
and the allies. 
The commander who 
will direct thlg army is Herbert C. 
Hoorer, the man who fed Belgium, 
and now Pood Adminiatrator at Waaii- 
Inrton, D. C. 
The enrollment will be conducted 
by meana of pledge cards similar lo 
the one rc^rc^uced above. 
Read it 
carefully, Erery housekeeper in Penn­ 
sylvania will receive one and wi/11 be 
expected to sign it before July 15 in 
testimony that full support will be 
given to the food conservation plan. 
Every woman in the household is to 
sign this pledge whether a member ox 
the family or an employe. 
In addition to the million and a half 
Pennsvlvania “soldiera/' Mr. Hoover 
will direct more than eighteen million 
other women ‘‘eoldiers*^ who are to 
be similarly recruited from the otlier 
states and territories. 
Each woman 
•'soldier'' will be assigned to the sec­ 
ond line of defense to fight the waste 
of food. 
Mr. Hoover’s position with respect 
to those who enlist will be less that of 
a general than that of an adviser, who 
BUK«ests ways by which waste may be 
avoided. 
Enrollment compels no one 
to any course of action beyond convic­ 
tion of duty.

Can All You Can. 
Begin canning to save food for war use. 
At the present time cherries, pineapples, 
rheubarb, spinach, beet-tops, asparagus 
and peas are plentiful in the home gar­ 
den and in the markets. 
Our govern­ 
ment urges the canning, drying and pre­ 
serving of vegetables and fruits as a home 
duty. All fruits and vegetables must be 
faash to ba valuable for cnsing. Dry all 
fruits and vegetables poesible and thus 
save jars for food which cannot be dried. 
Collect every availabel glass container-if 
you cannot use all of them your neighbor 
can. The small neck as well as the wide 
mouthed pint and quart bottles should 
be taken care of. 
Every pound of food that can be saved 
for winter use near the place it is grown 
will relieve the railroads of just that 
much space needed for the urgent trans­ 
portation demands of war. All food used 
in this way is a contribution of just that 
amount to the great streams of supplies 
that we must send to our own soldiers 
and to the soldiers of our Allies at the 
Front, for whatever each of us consumes 
he must take Irom that stream, unless he 
produces it himself. 
In raising and con­ 
serving foods You will be performing a 
patriotic duty. 
The so called “cold pack*' method is 
the new method of canning. 
This does 
not mean that the food is not cooked, 
but it is packed in the jars before cook­ 
ing and is cooked in the jars. 
A hot 
syrup IS poured oyer the fruit packed in 
the jars and w'ater and a little salt is put 
over the blanched vegetables. The rub­ 
bers and jar tops are then laid on but not 
fasteneii and the jars are placed in a boil­ 
er or pan with a false bottom. They are 
allowed to boil for a stated time, then the 
jars are removed from the hot water and 
the tops fastened 
This method of can­ 
ning will be shown by a canning expert 
from State College.
